Mr. Dunne, who was 79, died sud- 
denly of heart disease last Friday fol- 
lowing a day's inspection of the high- 
ways he had helped to build during 
the last half century. 

He took charge of roads here while 
Lower Merion was still a fourth class 
township with a population of 8,000 
and about 15 miles of highway. He 
saw it develop to a first-class town- 
ship of 40,000 residents and 120 miles 
of roads. 

From 1885 to 1900 he was also in 
charge of the Old Lancaster Turnpike 
Company which operated a toll road 
on what is now Old Lancaster road, 
Cynwyd, Montgomery avenue and Old 
Lancaster road, Bryn Mawr. 

Mr. Dunne is survived by three 
daughters, Verner Graham Dunne and 
Nannie Nottingham Dunne, of Bryn 
Mawr, and Mrs. Bradford Smith, Jr., 
of St. Davids, and by one granddaugh- 
ter, Louisa Nottingham Smith.
